Mystery of a Carica on 
Back Door of the Wilcox 
Ranch House. 


The murderer of the Wilcox family 
at Downey is still a free man. The 
arrest, which it was thought yester- 
day might come within twenty-four 
hours, has not yet been made, for the 
same reason that Bud Lewis was not 
arrested Tuesday night; simply because 
there is not sufficient evidence against 
any man to warrant his arrest. Sheriff 
Hammel visited Downey yesterday, 
driving over early in the morning and 
returning about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon. He said last night that there 
were absolutely no new developments 
in the case, and that there was noth- 
ing to be given to the public. This 
does not mean that the officers have 
no clews to work on. They have many 
of them, but so far every one that has 
been followed has resulted in disap- 
pointment.

It was about 
five inches in depth and was fastened 
with a clasp such as is found on most 
purses, two little knobs interlocking 
to keep it closed. Mr. Van Horn says 
Wileox usually carrfed this bag in 
his trousers pocket. When Whicox's 
body was examined for evidence of 
robbery, the trousers were so badly 
burned that it could not be deter- 
mined whether or not the pockets had 
been rified. 

It may be that Wilcox had a secret 
hiding-place in his house or on the 
ranch, where the money may be found. 
He told Bud Lewis's father, few days 
before the murder that he had money 
enough to pay for three or four cows 
and some pigs.
